Commerce Secretary Backs

Secretary of Commerce Hoover yes- 
terday underwent what had been her- 
alded as his second political test when 
he upheld the administration's fiood- 
control program before the Senate com- 
merce committee. 

Refusing to be drawn into a discus-

Illinois ‘Gas’ Tax Law 
Held Unconstitutional 


Springfield, Ill., Feb. 24 (A.P.).—Illi-

The international opera festival, 
given by the Washington National 
Opera Company, cams to an abrupt 
close yesterday, with two scheduled 
works unpresented because of financial 
difficulties Officials of the company 
would not say how much was lost by 
the almost two weeks of opera, but it 
is expected that {t will run into thou- 
sands of dollars. | 

Interruption of the schedule left un- 
presented the operas “WertHer” and 
“Otello.” Several scores of persons went 
to Poli’s last night unaware that the 
festival had closed. ‘While some of 
them wanted to buy seats for the per- 
formance, most of them already had ob- 
tained theirs. A sign at the ticket win- 
dow asked them to call at the office of 
the opera company, 1814 G street. 

Edouard Albion, general director of 
the company, in explaining the discon- 
tinuance of the program, said last 
night: 

“Postponement of the performance of 
Massenet’s masterpiece, “Werther,” 
which was to have been given Friday 
might and of Verdi’s greatest work, 
“Otello,” which was to have been given 
Saturday night, was deemed necessary 
to save from further losses those public 
spirited men and women whose financ- 
ial support has made possible the pre- 
sentation to the people of Washington 
of the production of the Washington 
National Opera. 

Too Many Vacant Seats. 

“There is, I believe, universal agree- 
ment that the Washington National 
Opera reached its greatest heights of 
artistry in this, its tenth season. Un- 
fortunately, there have been too many 
vacant orchestra seats at the perform- 
@nces. The balcony has been filled at 
every performance, bu“ !t is not financ- 
jally possible to produce grand ope.-», 
well rehearsed, with a fine orchestra, 
great artists, fine conductors and capa- 
ble directors, on the revenue derived 
from the balcony .ea‘s. 

“The operas which have been post- 
poned will we presented at the opening 
of the next season in December. Per- 
sons holding seats may redeem these 
for cash at a box office which will be 
opened in a day or two, or they may 
Join the Friends of Opera and receive 
credit for their tickets to be used for 
any performance next season. 

“Under the new organization, which 
is being worked out, a group of men 
and women; prominent in various im- 
portant walks of life of the city and 
Nation, have pledged themselves t 
work for the sale of seats for each of 
the performances next season. 


Fund to Meet Deficit. 


“It 1s the purpose to make opera self- 
supporting and do away, as much as 
possible, with guarantors who agree to 
make good deficits. 

“It is the purpose to have every seat 
in the theater sold before the rise of 
the curtain on the first performance. 
This selling campaign will be launched 
immediately and details will be an- 
nounced soon.” 

Frederick L. Stephens, of the Ontario 
apartments, yesterday offered his check 
for $100 to start a fund to be used 
to meet the deficit of the company. 
He suggested that those who had pur- 
chased seats for the two operas which 
were not given, instead of claiming a 
refund, let the money go to the deficit 
fund. 

According to the advertisements and 
announcement, Jeanne Gordon, now of 
the Metropolitan Opera Company, was 
to have sung in the role of Charlotte 
in “Werther” last night, with Maurice 
Capitaine, French dramatic tenor, in 
the title role, and Tito Ruffo, of op- 
eratic fame, was to have been the star 
in tonight’s production of “Otello.” 

-Mr. Albion also stated that his or- 
ganization has made plans for the se- 
curing of a $1,000,000 endowment fund, 
of which $100,000 had already been 
promised by an individual interested in 
the progress of the Washington Na- 
tional Opera Fund. Such an endow- 
ment fund, he stated, would insure an 
annual income which would permit the 
proper maintenance of the company.

Citizens Are Aroused by House 
Action Denying Future 
Enrollment. 


CITE FACT SUBURBS 
SUPPLY CAPITAL MARTS 


Lee Asserts Ban Will Increase 
Enrollment in County 
Schools 8 Per Cent. 


Indignation was generally expressed 
by citizens of Montgomery County yes- 
terday when they -learned that the 
House had passed the District appro- 
priation bill containing a_ provision 
barring future enrollment of Mary- 
land children in Washington public 
schools. 

Many expressed the opinion that the 
matter might have been delayed until 
Montgomery County is fully prepared 
to take care of all its school children. 
They point to the rapid’ progress now 
being made by the county authorities 
in providing school facilities by build- 
ing new schoolhouses and the con- 
struction of additions to present builld- 
ings. They also stress the fact that 
practically everybody in the Maryland 
suburbs of Washington contributes to 
the welfare and upbuilding of Wash- 
ington by the constant flow of mer- 
chandising from these suburbs to 
Washington stores. They point to de- 
posits in Washington banks, and they 
emphasize the fact that only chil- 
dren whose parents work in Washing- 
ton or pay taxes there are permitted 
to attend Washington schools, 


Cites Maryland Trade. 


“Montgomery County citizens feel 
that the bill passed by the House is 
unfair,” E. Brooke Lee, of Silver Spring, 
said yesterday, “because of the consid- 
erable proportion of the taxable basis 
of the District of Columbia which is 
created and supported by the work of 
Marylanders who are employed in the 
District, as well as through the gen- 
eral merchandising in Washington of 
practically all the residents of sub- 
urban Maryland. 

“Between 500 and 700 Montgomery 
County children are now enrolled in 
District schools. The high schoois of 
Montzomery County in the Maryland 
suburis of Washington have a total 
enrollment of 1,345, and the white ele- 
mentary schools of the same section 
have an enrollment of 2,690. The total 
county enroliment is 8,237, so that it 
all tue children now attending Dis- 
trict schools from Montgomery County 
were aenied the privilege of continued 
Distr‘«t enrollment, the increase to the 
Montzomery County school population 
would be approximately 8 per cent of 
the total county enrollment, or 17 per 
cent increase in the county’s suburban 
schoo: enrollment.” 


Held Part of Capital. 


“The Maryland suburbs of Washing- 
ton are, for all economic purposes of 
trade and business, to be considered ns 
parts of Washington. They are tnclud- 
ed in all Washington city and park 
Dianning efforts as parts of Greater 
Washington, 

“Realize that the parents of all these 
children who do not pay their full tui- 
tion work in Washington, or are tax- 
payers and property owners there. 
Clearly these people contribute as much 
per capita to the general business vol- 
ume, which, In turn, creates and sup- 
ports the taxable basis of Washington, 
as well as to its banking volume and 
its retail trade volume, as any other 
equal number of the District’s popula- 
ion.” 


Col. James A. Frazier

of the House appropriations commit- 
tee inserted the exclusion proviso. 

The fight to kill the paragraph was 
led by Maryland and Virginia members, 
who contended that the nonresident 
pupils were for the most part the chil- 
dren of Army, Navy and Marine Corps 
officers or of persons employed by the 
Federal Government in Washington. 


When the paragraph was reached 
during the reading of the bill, Repre- 
sentative Gambrill (Democrat), who 
represents Prince Georges County, Md., 
offered an amendment to strike it from 
the bill. A viva voce vote on the 
amendment indicated that it had been 
rejected, but a rising vote showed that 
91 were in favor of it and 82, opposed 
to it. 

Representative Simmons (Republi- 
can), Nebraska, chairman of the appro- 
priations subcommittee that wrote the 
bill, then called for a vote by tellers. 
Meantime more and more members 
were filing into the chamber. When 
the teller vote was announced it was 
seen that the Gambrill amendment had 
been rejected by a narrow margin of 
3 votes, the count showing 98 against 
the amendment and 95 for it. 

Gambrill made one final desperate 
attempt to kill the paragraph just be- 
fore the bill was passed. He made a 
motion to have the bill recommitted to 
the committee, with instructions to re- 
port it back minus the exclusion para- 
graph. 

A roll call vote was taken on this, and 
Gambrill’s motion was turned down by 
a vote of 146 to 139. A moment later 
the bill was passed. 


Growth of City Cited. 


Early in the debate, Representative 
Chindblom (Republican), Dlinols, of- 
fered an amendment to permit non- 
resident children to attend the schools 
here provided they paid tuition. This 
was killed on a point of order by Rep- 
resentative Zihlman (Republican), 
Maryland, who contended that it was 
an attempt to graft legislation onto an 
appropriation bill. 

Representative Gambrill, in appeal- 
ing for elimination of the exclusion 


paragraph, declared that the great ma- 
jority of Maryland and Virginia pupils 
in the schools here are the children of 
persons officially connected with the 
Government here. Due to the rapid 
growth of Washington, he said, thou- 
sands of families had moved into near- 
by Maryland and Virginia counties. 
These counties, he said, have been un- 
able to build schools fast enough to 
take care of the increase in population. 

Representative Holadg (Republican) 
Illinois, declared that these counties 
would be forced to build schools if the 
District barred nonresident pupils. It 
Washington had charge of its own fi- 
nances, he sald, it would not pemit the 
present system to continue for 60 days 


Moore Joins Discussion. 


Representative Moore (Democrat), 
Virginia, declared: that a large propor- 
tion of the 620 Virginia pupils in the 
schools here were the children of offi- 
cers at Fort Myer, Camp Humphries 
and Quantico. Representative Simmons 
denied this, declaring that the propor- 
tlon was less than 10 per cent. 

Representative Casey (Democrat), 
Pennsylvania, a member of the subcom- 
mittee that wrote the bill, declared 
that he had never been consulted about 
the exclusion paragraph. He denounced 
it. declaring that it shut the door to 
nonresident pupils without there being 
any information as to whether they will 
be provided with educational facilities 
in their own counties. 

Others who argued against the para- 
graph were Linthicum (Democrat), of 
Maryland; Montague (Democrat), of 
Virginia; La Guardia (Republican), of 
New York; Connally (Democrat), of 
Texas, and Busby (Democrat), of Mis- 
sissippl. 

Representative Blanton 
of Texas, argued in favor of barring 
nonresident puplis. He said it was not 
fair to saddle the District taxpayers 
with the cost of educating these chil- 
dren 

Of the $26,300 added to the bill be- 
fore it was passed, $8,000 to provide 
quarters for the Health Department 
clinic, 83,000 is to provide for better 
funeral arrangements at the District 
crematorium and the remainder is for 
additional street repairs.

TOO MANY LAWS. 

Many of the States, and perhaps all 
of them, comments the Gary Post-Tri- 
bune, have enacted many laws whieh 
the average person violates without 


knowing it and to enforce which prac- 
tically nothing is done. How are we 


going to create a law-abiding country, 
if we pass laws, and then forget all 
about them? 

Formerly people had the idea that if 
anything was going on in the com- 
munity that they did-not like, the 


vote on the question, one way or the, whole problem was solved if they got 


& law passed against such offenses. But 
there is no magic authority in laws so 
that they enforce themselves. 

Indeed it often works in the oppo- 
site direction and some people think 
it is smart to show their contempt for 
authority by breaking the laws. It, of 
course, takes a good deal of regulation 
to make the modern world respect in- 
dividual rights, but if there is no power 
behind a law working to make it a suc- 
cess, it won’t affect conduct much. 

It would be a useful thing in every 
State legislature to have one committee 
working constantly for the repeal of 
laws that have become obsolete and 
have ceased to represent the sentiment 
and customs of the community. 

The parents who order their children 
to do thus and so and fail to insist 
on obedience, soon find that the young- 
sters run the whole household. The 
State that passes laws and forgets to 
enforce them provides akindof go-as- 
you-please community to live in. Of 
course when wrongdoing affects peo- 
ple’s lives seriously, they become in- 
dignant and insist on enforcement. 
The machinery of the law moves and 
the lawbreakers discover that the State 
can not be trifled with. A simplified 
code of law is easier to enforce, because 
the public and the police forces can 
keep its provisions more clearly in mind

ESTERDAY our subject was the 
strength requisite to justify the 
jump of a partner’s one No 
Trump to two, and today we consider 
under what conditions a partner’s un- 
contested one No Trump should be 
jumped to three No Trumps. 


There are many who seem to think 
that a jump to three is quite unneces- 
sary; that ai that they have to do, 
when partner has bid one No Trump 
and they are strong, is to jump to two. 
They assume that the original bidder, 
encouraged by the jump, will make the 
last lap of the journey and reach the 
game-going declaration. When a sound 
Declarer has bid a minimum one No 
Trump on the first round, he will not 
go on. A “count” of 12 justifie « an 
original bid of one No Trump, a count 
of 17 is sound basis for 15 or 16, a 
Dealer bidding one No Trump would 
be justified in Jumping his partner’s 
two No Trumps to three. But a Dealer 
who bids an original "o Trump count- 
ing 12 or 13 has “sald his say” and 
should not rebid. One of the most 
fatal habits that a player can contract 
ls rebidding for game after having 
shown practically the entire strength 
of the hand by his nitial bid. 

Therefore assuming sound initial 
bidding, ‘vhen the bidder’s partner has 

th strength that game with a mini- 
mum No Trump in the initial hand 
seems probable, a jump to three should 
be made instead of a jump to two. The 
two-bid may be left in when there is 
a@ game in the combined hand. Of 
course this jump to thrve is a haz- 


ardous step and requtres real strength 
to justify it—broadly speaking, about 
a trick more than is required for a 
Jump to two. The minimum count 
may be said to be 12, with 13 more con- 
servative. The Jump as a rule should 
not be made with 12 if the play of the 
partner be nondependable and if the 
hand do not contain a Ten.

This is not 
as easy as bolting a tablet, but it Is 
safer, and far more certain, The tablet 
habit is rank foolishness. The other 
plan is in accordance with common 
sense and ordinary every-day good 
judgment. 

Some of the bad habits mentioned as 
responsible for insomnia are: Late 
hours, badly ventilated bedrooms (either 
overheated or too cold), excessive tea 
or coffee drinking or smoking, especially 
at night: drinking too little water, lack 
of exercise, constipation, too much al- 
cohol. 

To his list a few others can be added. 
Among these are insomniaphobla, or 
morbid fear of insomnia; emotional ex- 
citement because o sleeplessness rang- 
ing from the insomniac to a state of 
abnormal restlessness; worry, anxiety, 
fear and other emotions; mental ten- 
sion; eating heavy evening meals. El- 
derly men may sleep poorly because of 
the habit of drinking too much water 
after 5 in the afternoon.

| GROWING PLANTS 
of the propagation of plants 1s 


S by use of cuttings. A cutting Is 


a detached portion of a plant inserted 
in soil, or in some cases it is possible 
to be successful when the cutting is 
rooted in water. The purpose of it is 
to make a new plant. There are two 
classes of cuttings—those of hard wood 
and those which are of soft wood or 
herbaceous. 

The hard-wood cutting is made from 
the ripened wood of a deciduous shrub 
or tree This is the most common 
method of propagating grapes, currants, 
gooseberri*s and such ornamental 
shrubs as privet, hydrangea or trees of 
the willow and poplar type. 

The soft-wood cutting Is the type 
generally employed for the propagation 
They are the old-fash- 


baceous cuttings are made from the 
stem, or in some cases, such as 
gonias, from the leaves. A slip gener- 
ally is a portion of a branch with sev- 
eral leaves attached. The leaves should 
be clipped back at least to half their 
size in order to reduce the possibilities 
of evaporation and the consequent wilt- 


hard-wood cuttings are made 
while the wood is dormant in the fall 
or winter. These cuttings should be 
buried in sand for the rest of the win- 
ter and kept moist. In the spring they 
should be set out in the ground or a 
seed box. B and C in the drawing lillus- 
trate hard-wood cuttings and show the 
proper depth to which they should be 
planted. C is a “heel-cutting” which 
carries a portion of the parent branch 
forming the so-called heel. 
“A” shows an herbaceous cutting of 
the dianthus type.

Taxpayers are advised by the Bureau 
of Internal Revenue carefully to pre- 
sent their claims with regard to deduc- 
tions for losses, To be allowed, such 
ciaims must conform closely to the 
wording of the statute. Losses are de- 
ductible .1f incurred in the taxpayer's 
trade or business, in any transaction 


entered into for profit, though not con- 
nected with the taxpayer's trade or 
business, or if arising from fires, storms. 
shipwrecks, or other casualty or by 
theft, and if not compensated for by 
insurance or otherwise. 

Business losses result, usually, from 
the purchase and sale of merchandise. 
Sugh losses are usually ascertained by 
means of inventories, which are re- 
quired whenever, in the opinion of the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
their use is necessary to determine the 
income of any taxpayer.

Transmitting Words. 


EXTREMELY PROMISING 


SIGNAL OFFICER SAYS 


Artificial Larynx Also De- 
. Scribed and Phone Receiver 
Helpful to Deaf. 


A mechanical device with an elec- 
trical “ear” and an electrical “brain,” 
capable of intercepting and translat- 
ing secret messages broadcast in un- 
intelligible gibberish, was demonstrated 
to engineers, scientists and busiriess 
men attending yesterday's City Club 
forum by Sergius P. Grace, general 
commercial engineer of the Bell Tele- 
phone Laboratories. 

Secretary of War Dwight H. Davis, 
Maj. Gen. George S. Bibbs, chfef signal 
Officer of the Army, and Capt. T. Cra- 
ven, director of naval communication, 
were among a group of military au- 
thorities present to witness demonstra- 
tion of an Investion, the use of which, 
it is predicted, would prove of in- 
calculable value in war. 

In the experiments for making radio 
conversations secret, Grace explained 
Tt has been necessary to develop meth- 
ods of inverting and distorting natural 
speech frequencies to make them un- 
intelligible to the ordinary radio list- 
ener. 


Gibberish Is Explained. 


Using phonograph records of this 
inverted speech, or “gibberish,” there 
issued from the horn of a machine used 
in yesterday’s demonstration sounds 
absolutely unintelligible to his audi- 
ence, but containing all the original 
frequencies or tones in the voice of 
‘the person making the record. A re- 
versal of these frequencies, it was ex- 
plained, produced the “gibberish.” 

In the course of the demonstration, 
Grace held an electrical pick-up trans- 
mitter, similar to those used in radio 


broadcasting studios, directly in front 


of-the horn. Immediately the electri- 
cal current from the transmitter was 
carried into the electrical translating 
“brain” and then amplified and con- 
nected with loud speakers of the Bell 
Public Address System, which had been 
installed for the purpose. 

The loud speaker horns immediately 
burst forth in speech, clearly under- 
standable to the audience, and with a 
volume several times louder than the 
original tones issuing from the phono- 
graph. As Mr. Grace moved the pick- 
up transmitter or electrical ‘‘ear” 
away from the phonograph, the sound 
from the loud speakers would cease, and 
the audience again would hear the un- 
intelligible speech of the victrola. 

Although at all times the synthetic 
speech was being transmitted in the 
room, whenever the loud speakers con- 
nected with electrical translation sys- 
tem were in operation, the translated 
speech sounds entirely overrode the 
phonographic gibberish. 


Beveloped in Laboratories. 


The modem “Robot” demonstrated 
by Grace, with electrical faculties of 
“brain” and “ear” equipped to under- 
stand a language unintelligible to hu- 
man beings, was developed entirely in 
the Bell Telephone Laboratories, the 
speaker told his audience, He declared 
the ordinary human being would be 
able to understand the language “man- 
ufactured” for the demonstration if he 
had been accustomed to it since child- 
hood. 

Questioned last night as to the sig- 
nificance of the invention, Gen. Gibbs, 
chief signal officer of the Army, de- 
clared it “extremely promising,” al- 
though “still in the experimental stage, 
and by no means a finished product.” 
He said it is impossible at this time to 
make any definite predictions as to its 
uses in time of war. 

In the course of his talk Grace de- 
scribed other inventions perfected in 
the Bell telephone laboratories. He ex- 
plained the loading coil and telephone 
repeater, devices used in the local and 
long-distance telephone lines of the 
country. These devices, he said, make 
long-distance telephone conversations 
possible by cable over wires no larger 
than an ordinary pen. Under the old 
method, copper wires nearly the size of 
lJead pencils were strung on pole lines 
to secure the same results. 


Shows Artificial Larynx. 


He described and demonstrated the 
artificial larynx, developed by the la- 
horatories, which enables people who 
have lost their larynxes through surgi- 
cal operations to talk again. This and 
a new telephone receiver invented for 
teaching the deaf were developed by 
the laboratories for purely humanita- 
rian purposes, he said. 

The latter device has five miniature 
individual receivers with contact pins 
upon which the deaf person places his 
thumb and fingers. The incoming elec- 
trical current from the transmitter of 
the teaching instructor is electrically 
filtered into five frequency bands suited 
to each receiver. Whenever a particular 
word is spoken, there is a definite 
rythm or sequence of the vibrations in 
the five receivers in contact with the 
finger and hand. The deaf person 
soon learns the "pattern” of each word. 

Besides the Secretary of War, the

Taking Outside Jobs Others 
Need, Dougherty, Hesse 
and Watson Are Told. 


Commisisoner Proctor L. Dougherty, 
Maj.

PLAYGROUND IS PROMISED 


The Board of Education yesterday 
withdrew its objection to construction 
of a swimming pool on the grounds of 
the new McKinley High School, at First 
and R streets northeast, following an 
extensive conference between school of- 
ficials and Col. U. S. Grant 3d, at the 
Franklin Administration Building. 

It was indicated that the board only 
consented to reversing its stand after 
assurance had been received that the 
National Park and Planning Commis- 
sion. would acquire several lots in the 
vicinity of the school,twhich would be- 
come available to school children for 
play purposes. 

Included in the original plans for 
the school, completion of the pool has 
been held up by protests of citizens 
organizations in the vicinity of the site 
It was argued that the pool was not in 
esthetic harmony with the remainder 
of the project, and that it would de- 
prive the schools in the McKinley group 
of much needed playground space. 

Following emphatic opposition on the 
part of the McKinley Alumni Associa- 
tion, the Board of Education itself 
went on record against inclusion of 
the pool in the building plan. Work 
on its construction ceased aimost im- 
mediately, although it was estimated 
that $20,000 had been spent on the 
project.

LIQUOR IS STILL HELD 


Twenty-five liquor cases now pending 
in the Police Court, which resulted in 
raids made last year upon search war- 


rants based on affidavits which are now 
of a suspicious character, will be nolle 
possed, according to an announcement 
yesterday by District Attorney Peyton 
Gordon and his assistant,’ Capt. Harold 
W. Orcutt. 

This action is the result of the arrest 
and conviction of Charles D. Davis and 
Jesse J. Hall, prohibition informers, 
who were trapped by the prohibition 
enforcement authorities. These defen- 
dants swgre to false affidavits before 
United States Commisioner Needham C, 
Turnage, which contained statements 
that they purchased liquor at various 
places when they did not. Davis was 
sentenced to serve three years in prison 
last October, and Hall was sentenced to 
eighteen months. 

The District Attorney’s office does not 
care to present these 25 liquor cases be- 
fore a jury because of the arrest and 
conviction of Davis and Hall, whose 
testimony would be material if it could 
be believed. 

It is highly improbable that any of 
the defendants, who are all out on 
bond, will claim any of the liquor, as it 
is all comparatively new, and could 
easily be traced again by the police 
and prohibition agents. 

Notwithstanding the fact that theo- 
retically the District Attorney’s office 
takes the posiion that Davis and Hall 
swore falsely in all 25 of the cases, 
liquor was actually found by the raid- 
ing parties in all of these places. The 
question of the return of any of the 
seized liquor rests with the prohibition 
enforcement unit, and not with the 
District Attorney’s office. 


WILSON EXPLAINS 
TRACTION MERGER

be impossible to withdraw the buses 
without the consent of the Public Util- 
ities Commission, and that from a bus- 
ineéss standpoint it would be foolish to 
discontinue the service. 

Wilson agreed with William G. Me- 
Adoo that it is within the powers of 
Congress to broaden the powers of the 
local Public Utilities Commission so 
as to give it control of the consolidated 
ines into suburbs beyond the District 
line, and thereby create a metropolitan 
area within which one uniform fare 
would be charged. He and McAdoo were 
of the opinion that such an increase of 
power to the ‘ocal commission would 
meet with the approval of the neigh- 
boring States. 

Wilson declared that he had entered 
into a study of local merger possibilities 
and the promotion of the present 
scheme in a spirit of adventure, and 
in the public interest. He stated that 
he has acted independently and not 
as a representative of the North 
American Co., of which he is a member 
of the board of directors and a large 
stockholder. Under the impression 
that there was an almost universal de- 
mand for a merger of the local traction 
companies, Wilson said, and retiring 
from business to make his home in 
Washington, the possibilities here in- 
trigued him in: the interests of the 
public, and not from selfish motives. 


Has Handled Thirty Mergers. 


He stated that he has handled 30 
large mergers, but that none were so 
difficult to handle as this one. He de- 
clared that nobody in Washington 
seems to have any particular authority 
in municipal affairs, and that in “this 
hit or miss government reservation 
scheme,” nobody seems to be “the boss.” 

In the last twenty years, he pointed 
out, more than 100 bills have been in- 
troduced in Congress for the merger 
of the local traction companies, and 
that in none of them have the com- 
panies themselves been consulted. The 
favorite pastime of the local citizens’ 
associations, he asserted, has been to 
dispose of the properties of the street 
railway companies, without ever con- 
sulting the views of the owners. 


Fleharty Wants Citizens’ Views. 


In addition to Wilson, who was ac- 
companied by William Gibbs McAdoo, 
the subcommittee yesterday heard 
Ralph B. Fieharty, peoples’ counsel, 
who will represent the people of Wash- 
ington at the merger hearings before 
the Public Utilities Commission next 
Wednesday. 

Fleharty stated that he did not want 
to go hefore the commission to present 
his ovn personal views, but wants to 
ascertain the views of the citizens of 
Washington in regard to the merger. 

The subcommittee is composed of 
Jesse U. Adkins, president of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia Bar Association, 
chairman; Gibbs L. Baker, A. K. Shipe, 
Karl <.

Fleharty, on Radio, Asks

Ralph B. Fleharty, people’s counsel, 
last night broadcast from _ station 
WRHF a request to the public to send 
him their views on the proposed merger 
of traction facilities.
